DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 4 and 5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Yeh (US#5651636) discloses a collapsible triangle road sign including a bottom rack 60 
and left and right frame bars 40. The bottom rack being illuminated via a battery box 12 and 
light emitting diodes 526. 

McDowell II (US#5572188) teaches a collapsible road sign wherein frame bars 10 and 20 
are illuminated by light emitting diodes powered via a battery, adapter plug, or solar power (col. 

3. lines 37-53). 

Regarding claim 4 of the instant application, the prior art of record fails to show or 
suggest the triangle road sign as claimed in detail, specifically including: a top mounting device 
for securing the left and right frame bars to the ceiling of a car, the top mounting device having a 
top mounting plate and bottom coupling loop; and two connecting members each having one end 
terminate in a first hook to hook onto the bottom coupling loop, and a bottom end terminating in 
a second hook to hook onto a locating ring at one of the left and right frame bars.
